The Birmingham Wide Awake, in 
referring to the State Convention held 
in that city on the 21st of March, U 
there were 6,000 persons preseut, 50 
whites; and at night, when the speak 
ing wes ta commence, it «ays:

fidelity to the colonial goverument, to 
the federa! goverumeut and to the 
Confederate states.

Race prejn- 
dice, d'srriminations, ostraciem and 
Judge Lynch.” Eren th> white 
children are now-a-days taught to 
despiso and hate the negro children.“ 
In clozing he paid a glowing tribute 
to Africa, the largest continent on 
the earth ; the early home of civilize- 
tion; the only hope of the black man,” 
{ Premendous applanse, ] The distin- 
gaished bishop «poke nearly two hours 
ant thirty minutes, holding his vast 
amlience enthralled and «pellbound, 
aud finishod his address to the regret 
of all preser t. 

At the close of his speech and musie 
by the band, Rev, Bishop A. Grant was 
introduced to the audience, who stated 
that owing to the lateness of the hour 
be would make no specch. 


„usr the Negro race will contiune 
to hold the greater part of Africa, de- 
spite the eonquests of the white race, 
is the pürport of an article in The 
Ninetcenth Ceutury. The writer main- 
tains that nature has marked off 
tropical Africa as the abiding home of 
the black races, ꝓhich are vigorous 
and warlike, and can neither be de- 
stroyed nor conquered, Europeans 
may scize the sceaboard or ooupy the 
coutigions healthy regions; but they 
cannot abide in the heart of the Mark 
continent, which is for the. Negroes, 
and is not likely ever to be European- 
ized. The poeple of other type 
than that of the Negro who affected 
an entry there ages ago, and nnderwent 
the scarcely perceptible process of ac- 
elimatization have either been absorb- 
ed into the primitive elements of the 
population or suffered total extinction, 
The argument on the subject in The 
Nineteenth Century seems to be well 
supported. It is pleaving to know that 
a vast region of the earth has been re- 
served for our black brethren. At the 
samo time it is interesting to observe“ 
that the Negro may flourish elsewhere 
than in Africa. He flonrishes in the 
United States, more especially ig.our 
southern states. He flourishes in 
Brazil aud other countries of South 
Americs, and can get along even in 
Central America and the West Indies. 
Thongh the white race cannot live per- 
manently in tropical Africa, tho black 
man can live, and get a living wherever 
he may bo pleased to ga, even in

iu England, Our mission in Afrios is 
to develop commerce and to promote 
eivilization. With proper measures 
we may found in Africa what we have 
established in India, a vast indepen- 
dent aud beneficial empire.“ | 

Tho above is rapidly becoming his- 
tory, Nowhere in the annals'of na- 
tions, have the British reclaimed from 
barbarianizm vuster regions, within 
the same period, as of late in South 
rien When the Dutch from Cape 
Uolony — with Haguonot blood in their 
vorns, Calvinistie in faith, and relig- 
tously zealons aſter their fashion 
Hod from what they regarded as Eng- 
lish intolerance to their new homes 
among the heathen, they had a grand 
opportunity to scatter the blessings of 
Christianity and civilization, but they 
failed to do it. Taking with them the 
Bible, which was abont all they pos- 
esel, they were fond of tracing in 
the experiences of tho patriarchs a 
parallel to their own history, but ap- 
parently had little, if any conception 
of responsibility in reference to the 
elevation of degraded Africa, To an- 
other and more progressive race Provi- 
dence has reserved this work, 

Within the limits of one short arti- 
cle it is impossible to detail the histo- 
ry of the two chief factors which have 
wronght the late wonderful advances. 
Notably they are tho gold mining in- 
Austry, and the British South Afric3 
company. I will speak first of the 
latter. Look for a moment at its 
originator, Sir Cecil Rhodes, **the 
oremost man in Africa,” empire 
builder, te. In the brain of Mr. 
Rhodes that colossal enterprise was 
conceived which has attracted the at- 
tention of the whole world; When a 
pupil at Oxford he was boating one 
day on the Thames, caught a cold 
which settlel on his lung, went to the 
genial colony of Natal, where his lungs 
healed; tried the cotton industry which 
proved a failure, and then went to 
Kimberly to dig for diamonds and in 
this was snccessfnl. Withont doubt, 
he is now the wealthiost man in Africa, 
owner of the richest diamond mine at 
Kimberly, and controller of various 
enterprises yielding an immense reve- 
uns. Eutering the arena of politics, 
he became prime minister of the Cape 
Colony, a position he now holds. Un- 
der his ehrew]l management the 
*Quncen's Chartered company” has ob- 
tained hold of, and now dominates, an 
area in South Africa larger than 


France, Germany, Austria and Italy 
combined. The Englith now have | 
control from the Cape to Lake Tan- 
ganyiks. 

It is a part of the Rhodesian policy | 
to Square“ African potentates, and | 
great success has attended it. No dit- | 
ficulty was experienced with Kama, 
the enlightened and Christian chief of 
the Bamangwato. Gungunyaus, the 
king of Gazaland, readily gave over 
that portion of his own territory not 
claimed by the Portuguese the Barotze 
chief, under certain limitations, asked 
that his kingdom might come under 
the protectorute of England ; and Lo 
Bengnla, the head of the Matabele, | 
yielded all that was asked of him until 
Ur. Rhodes party had ent à roar 
throngh his country and fortified them- 
selves in Mashonalaud. Strange that 
this astate but thoroaghly barbarons 
chieftain should have ventared to eu- 
gage in warfare with the whites, for at 
a military display of red coats” before 
his kraal, about two years ago, he is 
3aid to have remarked, I can under- | 
stand what would be the effect of such 
n body of men in war.” 

Perhaps he could not conutroFhis 
braves any more than conld Cety wayo, 
the late king of the maritime Zalns, 
The territory, now & British posscss)on, 
is about the size of Germany, rich in 
agricultural as well as mineral re- 
sources. The climate is like that of 
Natat, mild and healthy. Some think 
that its gold reefs will yield a larger 
profit than those in Machonaland. 
Whether this proves true or not, it is 
anquestionably one oi the most valna- 
ble districts that has come under the 
English domination, The Matebele 
subdued, no other African clan will 
oppose the progress of the invincible 
whites. 

Latest intelligence from the South 
African republic shows that the most 
sanguine anticipations of the gold 
kings in that part of the country are 
being realized, Of the total annnal 
gold product of the world, estimated 
at about $105,000, 000, the Trinsvaal 
yields one-fourth. America stands 
first as a gold producer, Australia sec- 
ond, and Russia third, The Witwa- 
tersland reef, from which the bulk of 
gold is extracted, is 117 miles loug, the 
ore being richer at à depth of 1,200 
feet than at the surface. The oxper- 
tation is that at « depth of 1,500 to 
1,700 feet the deposits will be found to 
be on a nearly level plain, Gold 
claims are gronped together in lots of 
twenty or more, aud worked by com- 
panies. Johannesburg, a city of 
40,000 Europeans, has sprung up there 
as if by magic, with charches, thes- 
tres, clubs, schoola, libraries, and a 
stock exchange which for architectural 
beauty will compare favorably with the 
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terprise is stirring up the hitherto 
dormant and nuprogreesive Boers, and 
the succexs of the varied enterprises in 
the republic is having a 1 effect 
on South Africa-generally, 

Telegraphs and railways are playing 
an important part. Mashonaland bas 
for some time been connected with 
Cape Town, so that Mr. Rhodes conld 
communicate daily with Dr. Jameson, 
his head man at Fort Vietoria, And 
now, mirabile dictu, poles are being 
erected and the wires laid via Nyasss- 
land to Uganda. English sbarebolders 
have been found in suffleient nambers 
to make this a success. The next step 
will be to Khartoum, and on to Cairo, 
When Mr. Rhodes was asked, What 
do yon propose to do with the 
Mahdi?“ be answered, Treat with 
him. I have never yet met 6 man I 
conld not treat with.” 

Railways follow telegraphs, and no 
man realizes the importance of push- 
ing them more than the premier, The 
grand trunk line from the Cape vis 
Kimberly to the north will soou reach 
Palyfire, the capital of the Bamang- 
wato. Natal is now jubilant over the 
prospoct of extending its road from 
Charleston, its northern terminns, to 
Johannesburg, a distance of 130 miles. 
**Nethorland's company” hopes within 
a short time o ee its line from Dela 
gos bay connected with Pretoris. The 
shorter one from Port Beira to Port 
Salisbury in Mashonaland is in process 
of construetion. That from Fort Eliz- 
abeth will soon meet the Natal exten- 
sion in the Orange Free State, and 
open a wide and important dixtrict. 
South Africs will soon bea network of 
railways; used by natives as well as 
Enropeans. The finauces of the vart- 
ons colonies have at present a good 
showing. Agriculture is carried ont 
on improved lines, better breeds of 
stock are imported, the sugar and tea 
industries in the Garden colony,” as 
Natal is called, arc claiming attention. 
Seven hundred thousand pounds of 
the latter was the product of 1893. 

The peaceful settlement of the Swa- 
zilaud question; by which English and 
Dutch are to have the political control 
of that conntry, leads us to expect that 
friendly relations will exist between 
those races. 

Christian missions as a facter in the 
elevation of South Africa should not be 
ignored, The workers do not trumpet 
to the world what they accomplish, but 
obververs, althongh they may have no 
direct sympathy with their great ob- 
ject, cannot fail to see Africa's indebt- 
edness to them. H. H. Johuson, Brit- 
ich consnl in East Africa, observes: 
When the history of the great African 
states of the future comes to be written, 
tho arrival of the first missiohary will, 
with many of these nations, be the first 
historical event in their annals. The 
mizstonary force hag effected greater

of savage Africa than armies aud navies,

«There is a section of Africa on the 
caxtern coast of the continent along 
tlie river Gosha, called Somahland.

ted for the work of civilization, They 
are langhter-loving, good-natured, 
peacefnl people, far in adrance of the 
conntrymen in agricultural and me- 
chanical pureuits, and willing to learn 
anything that will prove beneficial to 
th-m. : 
My plan is to eure colonies of 
practical men aud women versed in 
the different trades and professions 
and by offering them proper compen- 
zation for their services induce them 
to take np a residence in this seetion 
of Africs, The country I «peak of is 
a perfect Eden naturally, rich beyond 
description in natural advantages, and 
capablo of adding largely to the com- 
merce of the world. There arc forests 
of ebony and other woods, thousands 
of acres of «ngar cane aud bananas 
growing wild, grass, cattle, mineral— 
in a word, every richness with whizb 
nature can endow a country. All that 
is needed is intelligent cultivation. 

„Somaliland is a British possession, 
and living there are 40,000 natives, 
Haves of various sultans throughout 
Africa, who have run away from their 
masters and sought refuge here, My 
idea is to establish colonies at various 
ports of this country, in which traiu- 
ing schools will be conducted to teach 
the natives the manner of utilizing the 
prodnets of their country. I have 
chosen this section becanse it offers; 
more advantmres than any other for a 
trial of my plan, and in addition 1 
have guarantees of protection for the 
natives and colonists from the British 
government. 

*Contrary to general belief, the 
country is & healthy one. However, 
my plan contemplates taking with us 
«ufficient doctors and nurses to min- 
ister to the wants of the colonists aud 
keep them healthy, besides, a large 
corps of doctors will be necessary 40 
do the scicatific work that will be a 
necessary result of colonization of this 
prolific conntry.

which is already ficmly establisbed.” 
The demands of this department deserve 
the best thought, the m vt skillfal and 
thorough analys's, that can be given to 
it. The nature, proportions and scope 
of the enterprise are but imperſectly ap- 
prehended by our ministry, and under 
stood by our people. If the greatness 
of the numbers and the depth and urgen- 
cy of the need of those in foreign lands 
to whom, in the providence of God, our 
Church is called to minister the gospel, 
were ſully known, our apathy would 
surely give plac: to the compassion with 
which the Lord lavkea down upon the 
multitude, *%cattered atrond as sheep 
having no shepherd.” 

The time has futly come when broader 
and more vigorous measures should be 
devised to satisfy this great and growing 
demand. Evasive pleas of ignorance, 
poverty and home wants will no longer 
relieve us of responsibility. G d holds 
men as much responstbſe for what they 
might have known as for what they do 
not know, It is a standing reflection of 
our Lord and Saviour—a reflection, too, 
that we as a church should profit by— 
that the children of this world are, in 
their generation, wiser than the children 
of light. At this active and progressive 
day in the history of ho Church, when 
the world is busy with secular affairs, it 
is more than a censure; in the face of 
the demands aud opportunities of our 
times, missionary apathy assumes the 
proportions of a crime.
